fwweet-ſcented Hero, whole Courage 
by this Time was pretty well cool'd, 
begins a pitiful, ſnivelling Story of 
the Dog's falling upon him, as he was 
paſſing quietly the Streets, and how 
unjuſtifiable a Thing it was for ſuch a 
Dog to be ſuffered to run looſe about 
the Streets in the Night.

World, the 
Corruption. of ONE 18 often the Ge- 
neration, of THOUSANDS : for how 
many new Laws, new Poxyers, new 
Magiftrates, new Officers, new**** 
are produced by every NEW Corrup- 
tion now as all Officers and Magi- 
ſtrates, all People of Authority, 

| Rank? 
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Rank, and Power in the yorL1TIcAL 
Body, are of infinitely more Conſe- 
quence to the Public than the com- 
mon Herd, or Beaſts of the People; 
ſo it may, on an Average, be compu- 
ted, that every Officer, Commiſſion- 
er, or Magiſtrate, (eſpecially if he 
rides in his Coach and has a Seat in 
Parliament) is much more in Weight 
and Value than a thouſand furdy 
Beggars, or Rabble of Mankind! 
and if any of theſe, ſhould, for their 
ſpecial Services in SECRET 1n after- 
Times (for I hope J have more good- 
Manners than to mean the pRESENT 
Generation) be called up to the Houſe 
of LX ** they would be, in the 
ſame hundred- fold Proportion, grea?- 
er, Wiſer, and better, then they were 
before, or could any other Ways pol- 
| fibly, 
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ſibly have been. To tis therefore it 
is entirely owing, that so MANY have 
been formerly, and will be hercaſter, 
ſhining in Courts, commanding in 
Armies, and haranguing (or at leaſt 
VOTING) in Senates, who, in a plain, 
honeſt, and uncorRRuyT Generation 
had lived and dyed in Obſcurity, uſe- 
leſs Members of the Commonwealth, 
neither regarded whilſt Jjving, nor 
lamented nor remembered when
